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1. The Pyongyang ordnance depot, one hundred yards southwest of the railroad 
station, is producing Soviet 7.62-mm, rifles and ammunition. The rifle 
marking is "KA 1949." The depot alse produces TT type 7.62-mm, pistols, 
8 rounds, similar to the U.S, oh5. 


2. North Korean military bases are identified by numbers, Wonsan is base 
number 599; Chinnampo is base number 597. One regiment of marines stationed 
at Wongan is 945. The marines are canmanded by a colonel, wear army uniforma, | 
and are employed for training and guarding the base, 


3. Wonsan base has no radar; no antennae are visible in Wonsan. 
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
